Last April the future of the Irish Operatic Repertory Company (IORC) hung in the balance. 
Spartan funding during its first five years had drained the company to the point of exhaustion and 
discouragement, and its directors were forced to wind down all its many activities. 


Enter Cork Corporation Arts Committee under its chairman Micheal Martin. Perceiving the huge 
input of IORC to the theatrical pulse of the city (29,000 seats sold and a turnover of nearly half a 
million pounds in 1991 - representing a lot of employment), the Arts Committee near-trebled the 
IORC grant to £14,300, taking us out of theatrical limbo and putting us back on the road again.

Oklahoma! opened at the St. James Theatre on Broadway on 
March 31st 1943. It was the result of the first collaboration 
between Richard Rodgers and Oscar Hammerstein II, which 
was to lead to a series of musicals which enjoyed 
unprecedented artistic, critical and financial success, including 
South Pacific (1949), The King and | (1951) and The Sound of 
Music (1959). The show ran for 2248 performances over the 
following five years and won the Pulitzer Prize for drama in 
1944, 


Based on Lynn Riggs' Green Grow the Lilacs (1931), a play 
about the feud between the ranchers who had staked out the 
territory for cattle-grazing and farmers who wanted the land for 
their crops, Oklahoma! retains the spirit of the original - bright, 
fresh and “folksy”. Its chief quality is its unity. Most musical 
comedies of that era were composed of a thin plot, irrelevant 
dances, feeble humour, and some appropriate songs - 
Oklahoma! presents an absorbing story from which all the 
elements flow - logical lyrics, simple but unforgettable music,

imaginative dances, colours and costumes, all magically 
blended into one. Oklahoma! is one of the masterpieces of the 
American stage and has been described as "the first American 
vernacular opera". It integrates song, dance, and drama, the 
lyrics and plot dictating the musical techniques, the chorus girls 
and "production numbers" of musical comedy replaced by 
dances modelled on American square dance. 


The feel and colour has survived countless presentations - a film 
version starring Gordon McRae, Shirley Jones, Gloria Graham, 
Gene Nelson and Rod Steiger appeared in 1956, and it has 
continued to be performed throughout the USA, Europe, 
Australia and elsewhere. This is the first time the show has been 
seen at Cork Opera House since the Montforts' production here 
over a decade ago.
